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THE  UNIVERSITY 


THE  OHIO  UNIVERSITY  was  founded  in  consequence 
of  a  grant  of  two  townships  of  land  by  Congress,  within  the 
Ohio  Company's  Purchase,  and  set  apart  by  the  contract  with 
that  company  for  the  endowment  of  a  University. 

The  Legislature  of  Ohio,  then  a  Territory,  appointed  three 
distinguished  individuals,  one  of  whom  was  the  late  Gen.  Rufus 
Putnam,  Surveyor  General  of  the  United  States,  to  select  a  suit- 
able position,  and  lay  off  a  town  as  the  seat  of  the  proposed 
University;  and  in  accordance  with  this  appointment,  the  village 
of  Athens  was  laid  off  in  1799,  and  made  the  seat  of  the  Ohio 
University. 

In  the  year  1810,  the  incipient  step  was  taken  to  furnish  the 
means  of  public  instruction  by  the  organization  of  an  Academy,  | 
in  which  were  taught  the  various  branches  of  a  literary  and  sci- 
entific education.  The  Institution  was  conducted  under  this  or- 
ganization for  a  period  of  about  ten  years,  with  extensive  useful- 
ness to  the  country,  at  that  time  new  and  in  a  great  measure  desti- 
tute of  the  means  of  liberal  education;  and  numerous  young 
men  received  that  training  which  prepared  them  for  public  and 
professional  life,  some  of  whom  have  attained  eminent  distinc- 
tion, and  are  now  known  to  the  whole  nation.  In  the  year  1820, 
the  plan  of  instruction  was  enlarged,  Professors  were  appointed, 
the  four  classes  usual  in  Colleges  were  adopted,  and  a  course  of 
study  was  prescribed  similar  to  that  of  the  most  approved  Col- 
leges in  our  country. 

The  whole  number  of  graduates  will,  no  doubt,  appear  to 
many  very  small  for  so  old  an  institution;  but  it  should  not  be 
forgotten  that  a  large  proportion  of  those  who  resort  to  western 
Colleges,  do  so  with  no  intention  of  graduating,  but  by  a  diligent 
use  of  the  facilities  there  afforded  for  study,  leave  their  halls  in  a 
comparatively  short  time,  sufficiently  furnished  to  command  suc- 
cess in  the  walks  of  honorable  and  useful  life.  It  is  still  the 
case,  though  to  a  less  extent  than  in  former  years. — And  it  al- 
ways will  be  the  case  in  new  countries,  where  the  openings  for 
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enterprise  are  numerous  and  unoccupied.  The  Ohio  University, 
as  her  annud  catalogues  will  show,  has  had  a  number  of  students 
in  usual  attendance  sufficient  to  furnish  a  catalogue  of  Alumni 
three  times  as  great  as  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages,  but 
for  the  fact  named  above.  In  truth,  the  number  of  her  Alumni 
furnishes  scarcely  a  test  of  her  usefulness,  as  it  hardly  exceeds 
an  eighth  of  the  whole  number  of  those  who  are  indebted  to  her 
for  the  education  which  has  enabled  them  to  occupy  their  stations 
in  professional  and  business  life  with  credit,  and  distinction. 

After  a  temporary  suspension  on  account  of  pecuniary  embar- 
rassments, the  University  was  last  fall  reorganized  under  favora- 
ble auspices.  The  debt,  which  weighed  so  heavily  on  the  Insti- 
tion  for  many  years,  has  been  reduced  to  a  comparatively  small 
sum,  and  the  organization  effected  upon  a  basis,  which,  while  it 
leaves  a  sure  surplus  of  revenue  for  the  gradual  and  entire  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  debt,  provides  a  corps  of  instruction  suffi- 
ciently numerous  for  the  able  direction  of  all  departments  of 
collegiate  study.  It  is,  therefore,  with  some  confidence  the  Uni- 
versity appeals  to  the  public  for  a  return  of  its  patronage  and 
former  favorable  regard;  and  particularly  to  its  former  students 
for  their  interest  and  co-operation  in  elevating  their  Alma  Mater 
to  her  appropriate  standing  among  the  Colleges  of  Ohio.

Frequent  and  stated  exescises  in  Elocution  and  Composition 
are  required  throughout  the  course.  Ancient  Geography  and 
Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities  are  studied  in  connection  with 
the  languages.  Translations,  and  exercises  in  Greek  and  Latin, 
composition  are  also  required. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  Feeulty  of  the  University  that  the  course 
of  study  and  instruction  previously  indicated  shall  be  pursued 
as  thoroughly  and  extensively  in  its  several  branches  as  the  lim- 
ited period  of  four  years  will  admit.  Avoiding,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, a  dull  routine  of  instruction,  and  discountenancing  all  me- 
moriter  and  imperfect  recitations,  they  will  use  every  effort  to 
stimulate  the  student  to  seek  high  and  exact  attainment,  and  to 
lead  him  to  independent  and  vigorous  thought. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  be  ac- 
quainted with  Arithmetic;  Geography,  Ancient  and  Modern;  En- 
glish, Latin,  and  Greek  Grammar;  Latin  Reader;  Caesar's 
Commentaries;  Virgil's  iEneid;  Cicero's  Orations,  or  Sallust, 
and  the  Greek  Reader. 

There  is  a  Preparatory  Department  in  which  these  studies  are 
pursued,  under  the  instruction  or  immediate  supervision  of  the 
several  Professors.

Andrews  &  Stoddard's  Latin  Grammar,  and  Sophocles'  Greek 
Grammar  are  used. 

Candidates  for  any  advanced  classes  will  be  examined  in  the 
studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class  they  propose  to  enter. 

Testimonials  of  good  moral  character  are  required.  If  the 
applicant  has  been  a  member  of  another  College,  he  must  bring 
with  him  a  certificate  of  having  been  regularly  dismissed,  free 
from  censure. 

Each  student,  except  those  specially  exempted  by  the  Facul- 
ty, before  being  permitted  to  recite  to  any  instructor,  must  pro- 
duce the  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  that  he  has  paid  the  tuition 
and  other  fees  for  one  term  in  advance. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES  AND  INSTRUCTION. 

All  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  morning  prayers 
and  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  daily,  at  9,  A.  M.,  and  Divine 
Service  in  the  College  Chapel,  at  3,  P.  M.,  on  the  Sabbath. 

MERIT  ROLL. 

An  accurate  account  of  the  delinquencies  of  every  student, 
and  of  his  daily  attendance,  conduct,  and  scholarship,  is  kept  by 
the  Faculty,  and  entered  on  record  every  week.  From  this 
record  his  place  on  the  merit  roll  is  determined  at  the  close  of 
each  College  term,  and  communicated  to  himself  or  to  any  friend, 
upon  application. 

EXAMINATION'S. 

There  are  three  public  examinations  each  year,  at  the  close  cf 
each  College  term,  to  which  the  Trustees  of  the  University,  the 
parents  and  guardians  of  students,  and  all  persons  who  feel  an 
interest  in  science  and  literature,  are  invited. 

COLLEGE  TERMS  AI-.TI5  VACATIONS. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  three  terms.  The  annual 
commencement  is  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  August,  after  which 
there  is  a  vacation  of  six  weeks.  The  first  term  commences 
from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  autumnal  vacation,  and  con- 
tinues to  about  the  21st  of  December,  when  there  is  a  vacation 
of  two  week?.  The  second  term  begins  at  the  expiration  of  the 
winter  vacation,  and  continues  until  the  first  Wednesday  of 
April,  when  there  is  a  vacation  of  four  weeks.  After  the  expira- 
tion of  the  spring  vacation,  the  third  term  commences  and  con- 
tinues to  the  annual  commencement. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  expenses  of  a  student  will  depend  much  upon  his  habits 
of  economy.  The  following  is  a  list  of  necessary  items  of  ex- 
pense: Tuition  for  the  Preparatory  Course  is  $8,00,  and  in  the 
College,  $10,00,  per  term;  Boarding  is  from  $1,00  to  $1,50  per 
week;  washing,  lights,  fuel,  and  bedding,  from  $12,00  to  $15,00 
per  year.  Students  who  may  have  lodging  rooms  in  the  Univer- 
sity Buildings  are  each  charged  $1,50  per  term.  Hence  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  of  a  student  for  the  College  year,  exclusive  of 
books  and  clothes,  will  not  much  exceed  $100,00. 

L.IBISAKY  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus  is  amply  sufficient 
for  all  the  purposes  of  instruction.  The  University  and  Socie- 
ties' Libraries  contain  a  large  number  of  choice  and  valuable 
books.  The  Mineralogical  Cabinet  is  well  selected,  and  enriched 
by  the  large  private  Cabinet  of  Professor  Mather,  thus  constitu- 
ting one  of  the  largest  and  best  Cabinets  of  Minerals  in  our  coun- 
try. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  Universi- 
ty, the  Athenian  and  Philomathean,  each  of  which  has  a  Hall  and 
Library,  and  in  which  students  enjoy  the  advantages  of  exercises 
in  declamation,  composition,  and  debate,  besides  becoming  fa- 
miliar with  the  proper  modes  of  conducting  business  in  delibera- 
tive assemblies. 

LOCATION. 

The  village  of  Athens  is  a  peculiarly  desirable  site  for  a  Public 
Institution  of  Learning.  It  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Hock- 
hocking,  about  thirty  miles  from  the  Ohio  river,  and  in  its  posi- 

I  tion  is  elevated  and  healthful,  commanding  a  scenery  eminently 
picturesque  and  beautiful.     Its  population,  which  has  been  main- 

'<  ly  drawn  together  by  the  University,  consisting  of  about  1000 
persons,  is  distinguished  for  intelligence,  refinement  and  morality. 
The  Ohio  University,  located  in  the  midst  of  such  a  popula- 
tion, and  removed  from  the  great  thoroughfares  of  travel,  affords 

;  the  best  security  to  the  morals  of  Students,  and  the  happiest  fa- 
cilities for  the  formation  of  studious  and  intellectual  habits.  The 
fact  that  the  student  is  withdrawn  from  the  excitement  and  bustle 
attending  the  arrival  and  departure  of  steamboats  and  rail  road 
cars,  and  from  the  society  of  the  vicious  and  contaminating,  too 
often  found  in  their  train,  far  more  than  compensate  for  the  slight 

'  additional  difficulty  in  reaching  a  seat  of  education,  where  youth 
will  be  removed  from  temptations  which  they  are  prepared  but 

;    feebly  to  resist. 


MEETING  OF  ALUMNI. 


A  meeting  of  all  the  Graduates  and  former  Students  of  the  Uni- 
versity has  been  appointed  to  take  place  on  the  day  preceding  the 
annual  commencement,  (which  occurs  the  present  year  on  the 
first  day  of  August.)  This  meeting  has  been  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  renewing  former  associations  and  friendships;  and  of 
awakening  an  increased  interest  in  this  oldest  Literary  Institution 
of  the  State,  at  which  so  many  of  her  distinguished  citizens  laid 
the  foundation  of  their  eminence  in  the  walks  of  useful  life.  To 
secure  a  general  attendance,  a  copy  of  this  Catalogue  will  be  sent 
to  all  who  have  been  smdents  of  the  University,  and  whose  pres- 
ent residences  are  known  to  the  officers. 

Early  efforts  will  be  made  to  obtain  some  one  of  the  Alumni  to 
deliver  an  address  on  the  occasion.
